But the point 
is, if you tell me that you worked with him a*i\d that 
you investigated these people, you knew of the 1 assassina 
tlon four davs ahead, of time , then I don't feel like I 
really have to go through the verification there. 



I merely mention that to - should there be some doubt 
in your mind. 



Right. Well, there's doubt in my mind on every witness, 
but, I mean, the point of it is nonetheless I believe 
that what you said so far, you know, is not anything to 
where I should be skeptical. You see the point that 
I 'm making? 



Uh huh. 



So, what I wanted to do, and the -reason why I asked you 
about coming down here is not because I don't believe 
anything that you've said, not by a long shot. But the 
point is, if I go up there and talk to you -and I don't 
know the things to ask you, and someone else does, and 
we - you know. Because you may fell me something and I 
may not even realize it's important, but yet someone 
else down here might say, "Well look, that's very 
important . "

Well# you see, here several months ago - what prompted 
this call - was several - during December someone 'has 
been trying to contact me, pin me down 'to my location, 
et cetera etcetera. And the story was that they were- 
from Mr. Garrison's office. I checked. I have my own 
way of checking. The party was definitely phoney. I 
had a conversation in the — Hello — I had a conversation 
in the Chicago * . 

I heard the same click you did. They're obviously 
checking, to see if I'm still on the phone. You see, 
you're speaking to me through a switchboard. 



I had a conversation following this party that was 
attempting to contact me. Allegedly, he was from 
Garrison's office. I checked it out. It was phoney. 
Then I had contact with the Secret Service here and 
I wa s given a very definite warnin g. And I am one 
'person that. has in the past performed serviced for this 

country's government. I am in bein^ 

intimidated. 



But you don't believe that you coul d com e down here 
if we pay the expense? 



After you verify with Bolden, I could possibly slip ou t 
of town. 



All right. Fine. I’ll verify with him and we'll get 
back in touch with you at this number.
